weak, their digestion is poor and the 
air they breathe is had and they 
then take* on the infection of

sumption. 


T h e s e are sufficient illustrations 
to show that every man i- the arch­ 
itect of his own sickne-s and di>« 
ease. 
But a few more illustration" 


may be good. 
There is a class 
of 
diseases which are termed degener­ 
ative 
diseases. 
They

kidney 
troubles, heart troubles, 
hardening 
of arteries 
and various kinds

forms of insanity and certain other 
diseases of the 
vital organs.

vital' statistics show 
that 
deaths 
from 
arteriosclerosis,

arteries, are increasing. 
Cancer is 
another degenerate disease that is 
increasing.

bring hardening of the arteries are 
pretty well known.

sp ec ia l study of 
tuberculosis, 
has 
mapped out a comprehensive 
cam* 
paign of summer work. A new blank 
to be used by physicians and otberl­ 
in reporting cases of tuberculosis to 
their local health officers is 
being 
prepared and will shortly be distri­ 
buted over the state. 
Under the di­ 
rection of the new department, an 
analysis is being made of the tuber­ 
culosis death returns for 1915 from 
every Indiana county. 
A report of 


this a n a l y s i s will be supplied to the 


local health officers and the anti-tu ­ 
berculosis society in each county. 


When completed, the 
report

-how how many children 
in 
each 
county died from consumption, how 
many wage earners, the form of tu ­ 
berculosis most prevalent

county, and many other vital facts

All agreed 
th at conditions in the larger prison- 
camps, such a-> Parchiw , where they 
were Jir-t confined, are considerably 
better 
than 
those in 
the 
smaller 
camps, Ute former being under 
the 
command of superior ofiit-ers. Though 
the rules in the larger camps are se­ 


vere, they are applied with more or 
less equality and there is not so much 
arbitrary infliction or excessive toil 
or ill-treatment, such as 
prevail in 
the camps like Bergenhus which are 
under the command of sub-officers of 
tile reserves or territorials, who run 
them according to their own whims 
and without the necessity of report 
mg their own violations of the rule.- 
“ In these camps English and R us­ 
sian prisoners are treated incompar 
ably worse than tile French, and Bel­ 
gian.-,” said the 
escaped 
Belgians. 
“They are given the most revolving 
tasks to perform and often brutally 
assaulted. 
Parcels for all prisoners 
are opened, delayed, and pilfered, iii 
spite of tile rule that they should be 
opened in the presence of the reeipi 
<mts. 
The medical service is lament­ 
ably insufficient, prisoners not even 
being examined until a lte r they have 
been ill for many days. Even then no 
resi from work is allowed except in 
grave cases. 
The only reply to com 
plaints is, ‘You didn t rome here ti 
be ill or to re-t,*hut 
to 
work! The 
prisoners have to pay for medicines 
themselves, and the lot of those un­ 
able to do so is frightful. 


“Both the quantity and the quality 
of food have bee nlowered iii the past 
three months. 
At Bergenhus the ra ­ 
tions 
were: 
Morning— bowl

blew called coffee and a morsel 
of

l i e pointed out that one 
feature that will make for the suc­ 
cess of such a conference is the ad- 
dro-ses by outside speakers. 
Prof. Z. M. Smith, supervisor of 
agriculture in Indiana, addressed the 
conference on “ Pre-Vocational and 
Vocational 
Agriculture.” 
Ile ex­ 
plained the -tate law and defined pre­ 
vocational 
and 
vocational 
work. 
Every' teacher must teach pro-voca­ 
tional agriculture in the -chold- of 
the stale. 
Prof. Smith compared the 
vocational law of Indiana with the 
New Jersey, New York and Massa­ 
chusetts. 
Indiana has 8,009 teach­ 
ers who are engaged in teaching pre­ 
vocational agriculture and of t lie*

Prof. Smith

The Secretary of the Treasury is 


reported as prophesying that the re- 
turns from the income tax will con- 
siderably exceed the eighty odd mil- 
lions of dollars estimated for the 
fiscal year 1915, and he is looking 
for a marked redaction in the pend- 
ing treasury deficit by reason there- 
of. How such a prophecy can con- 
sistently be made in the face of the 
fact that there were 18,280 failures 
in 1914; that capital invested in new 
enterprises was less by over $600, 
000,000 in 1914 than in 1913: that 
railroad gross earnings declined 4.4 
per cent; that steel mills were until 
very recently reduced to 40 per cent 
of capacity; that 30 per cent of the 
looms of our woolen mills were idle 
December first, and capital amount- 
ing to $41,000,000 invested in cotton 
mills was unproductive, with prices 
falling off 30 per cent; and that divi- 
dends in almost every industry 
in 


tlie land have been either materially 
reduced, or passed over entirely, it

To eradicate typhoid fever from 


the state of Indiana, or any other 
state, it is only necessary for all 
of the people all of the time to dis- 
pose of all their sewerage in a sani- 
tary way This is true because ty- 
phoid 
fever comes 
out of human 


sewage. 


Our refusal to practice sanitary 


disposal results in the death of 1,000 
people 
annually in Indiana, 
and 


cases 
of typhoid fever 
in 20,000 


others. 
Of the 20,000 that have the 


disease and recover, 5,000 will die 
of 
consumption. This is because 


while they 
are convalescing 
and 


weak, their digestion is poor and the 
air they breathe is bad and they 
then take on the infection of 
con- 


sumption. 


These arc sufficient illustrations 


to show that every man is the arch- 
itect of his own sickness and dis- 
ease. 
But a few more illustrations 


may be good. There is a class of 
diseases which are termed degener- 
ative diseases. They 
are 
kidney 


troubles, heart troubles, 
hardening 


of arteries and various kinds and 
forms of insanity and certain other 
diseases of the vital organs. The 
vital' statistics show that deaths 
from 
arteriosclerosis, the common 


name of which is hardening of the 
arteries, are increasing. 
Cancer is 


another degenerate disease that is 
increasing. All of our search 
has 


failed to discover the origin of can- 
cer, but the cause or causes, which 
bring hardening of the arteries are 
pretty well known. 


Arteriosclerosis can be prevented 


by more rational 
nutrition 
of the 


body and rational exercise. 
This 


disease is unknown to the peasants 
of Europe who live upon a simple 
diet and work in the open air. 
Can- 


cer is also unknown to the peasant 
class.

The Sons of Eli and John Harvard 
renew their classic racing duel .to- 
day on 
the Thames river. After 


weeks of preparation and months of 
training the crews of Yale and Har- 
vard are ready for the heart-break- 


ing, gruelling water race. 


Past performances of 
the 
two 


crews this season indicate that they 
rate among the best that ever repre- 
sented the 
two 
institutions. Both 


are admittedly superior to the crews 
that rowed almost a dead heat last 
spring. 


Tlie Blue is favored slightly. This 


is due to the shape its crew was in 
at the finish of its victory over the 
Cornell eight a few weeks ago. Both 
Harvard and Yale defeated the Itha- 
cans. Eli's athletes, when they shot 
by the finish line, 
were breathing 


easy and appeared as fresh as-when 
they started. 
Harvard's crew was 


badly 
spent, 
however, and 
were 


forced to the limit to down Cornell. 


With another race in sight and be- 


tween two such crews as these are, 
one of the biggest crowds that ever 
lined the banks of the Thames was 
present today. 
The 
exodus 
from 


Xew York and scores of cities and 
towns throughout the East 
where 


former sons of Yale and Harvard 
live began yesterday. They were ar- 
riving here, all yesterday afternoon, 
all last night and still today. Hotel 
accommodations were impossible to 
get today, everything having been 
taken. Many reservations had been 
in for weeks. 


Yale and Harvard have met on the 


water forty-eight times and each has 
to its credit twcntv-i'our 
victories. 


Their first meeting was in 1S52 on 
Lake Winnipiseogee over a two mile 
course and Harvard won. 


Last year's race was one of the 


most exciting ever held. 
The two 


shells shot across the finish line al- 
most at the same fraction of a sec- 


ond. 
It was minutes before the offi- 


cial winner was known. 


The stroke men on this year's 


crew are declared to be the equal of 
any who ever 
represented 
either 


school. Harvard is the most fortu- 
nate in having a man who has strok- 
ed nine winning crews, in little less 
than a year.

METHOD OF CARING FOR THEM 


New Department of State Board of 


Health Will Make Special Study 


of Tuberculosis. 


A 
COMPREHENSIVE REPORT 


Data Supplied by Local Health Offi- 


cers Will be Compiled and Stu- 


died With Care. 


The new department of the state 


board of heallh ,whieh is to make a 
special study of tuberculosis, 
has 


mapped out a comprehensive cam- 
paign of summer work. A new blank 
to be used by physicians and others 
in reporting cases of tuberculosis to 
their local health officers is 
being 


prepared and will shortly be distri- 
buted over the state. Under the di- 
rection of the new department, an 
analysis is being made of the tuber- 
culosis death returns for 1915 from 
every Indiana county. A report of 
this analysis will be supplied to the 
local health officers and the anti-tu- 
berculosis society in'each county. 


When completed, the report will 


show how many children 
in 
each 


county died from consumption, how 
many wage earners, the form of tu- 
berculosis most prevalent in each 
county, and many other vital facts 
which must be thoroughly understood 
before effective 
work against the 


"white plague" can he 
undertaken. 


Special literature on tuberculosis 
will then be prepared and sent by the 
state health board to the homes 
which have been invaded by tubercu- 
losis. This special literature 
will 


point out the way in which future 
cases of tuberculosis may be preven- 
ted. 


Crawford county Indiana, long 


recognized as having 'the highest 
death rate from tuberculosis of any 
county in the state," is to be made the 


subject of special study by the new 
tuberculosis department of the stat 
board of health. 


Records of deaths in that count, 


for the past six years show that o 
the 841 death from all.causes, 202 
or practically twenty-five per 
cent 


were caused by tuberculosis. 


In view of the fact that the aver 


age for the United States is ten per 
cent, and for the state is eleven an 
one-half percent, the abnormal per 
centage that prevails in Crawi'or 
county must indicate some unusu: 
condition or combination of circum 
stances, V.7. D. Thurber, the chief o 
the new department believes.

Germans Have Hoodwinked Neu- 


trals Regarding Prisoners. 


Given Most Revolting Tasks to Per- 


form and Often Are Brutally 


Assaulted, They Say.

(TT. F. Staff Correspondent.) 


London, Juno 11: (By Mail to New 


York)—That the German authorities 
lave hoodwinked the various neutral 
commissions that have made general- 
y favorable reports on the treatment 


d feeding of prisoners of war in 
ennany is charged by three Belgian 
ion-commissioned officers 
who re- 


eutly escaped from the prison camp 
of Bergenhus. 


Questioned singly and 
then 
to- 


gether by the Belgian 
minister at 


Copenhagen, their stories, which have 
been forwarded to the Belgian lega- 
tion in London, coincided. All agreet 
that conditions in the larger prison- 
camps, such as Parchim, where they 
were lirst confined, are considerably 
better 
than those in the smaller 


camps, the former being under the 
command of superior officers. Thougl 
the rules in the larger camps are se- 
vere, they are applied with more or 
less equality and there is not so mucl 
arbitrary initiation or excessive toi 
or iU-treatmeut, such as prevail ir 
the camps like Bergenhus which an 
under the command of sub-officers o 
the reserves or territorials, who run 
them according to their own whims 
and without the necessity of report 
ing their own violations of the rules 


;In these camps English and Rus- 


sian prisoners are treated incompar 
ably worse than the French and Bel 
giaiis," said the escaped 
Belgians 


"They are given the most revolvin] 
tasks to perform and often brutallj 
assaulted. 
Parcels for all prisoner 


are opened, delayed, and pilfered, in 
spite of the rule that they should b 
opened in the presence of the recipi 
cuts. The medical service is lament 
ably insufficient, prisoners not eve; 
being examined until after they huv 
been ill for many days. Even then u 
rest from work is allowed except in 
grave cases. The only reply to com 
plaints is, 'You didn't come here t 
be ill or to rest,'but to work! Th 
prisoners have to pay for medicine 
themselves, and the lot of those un 
able to do so is frightful. 


"Both the quantity and the qualitj 


of food have bee ulowered in the pas 
three mouths. At Bergenhus the ra 
tions were: Morning—bowl of 
brew called coffee and a morsel o 
black bread three inches square an< 
one and a half thick. This bread, ; 
less than 200 grammes, has to las 
all day; Midday—soup, 
made o 


water, mostly quite 
inedible, an 


some 
beetroot; Evening—beetroo 


only. Vegetables, preserves and es 
pecially meat are only distributed 
special circumstances and in infinite 
simal portions. Rarely, some bone 
'from the meat used at the table o 
It-lie guard are dipped in the prison 
ers' soup. The waste from the Ger 
man troops' kitchen is sold on con 
tract to feed the pigs of the country 
side. The Belgians at Bergenhus on 
day complained of the soup, where 
upon the commandant replied 'I k 
this soup is not fit to give to pigs— 
but you'll eat it all the same.' 


"Commissions of the Red Cros; 


and the neutral states have express 
ed themselvess as being generally 
satisfied with the nourishment of th 
prisoners because they 
have 
been 


completely hoodwinked. For instance 
when die Swedish mission visited 
'Gustrow they were shown the kitch 
ens where the meals were being pre 
pared, not for the prisoners as they 
believed, but for the guards. At thi 
•canteens the prices charged prison 
•ers are far beyond market prices 
•while the non-commissioned 
officers 


of the German guard pay nothing.

In the sixth, seventh and 
ighth grade, the girl should 
have 


reached a stage where 
she could 


manage the home economics 
work 


with ease. The ideal way to teach 
home economics is. in the,home. 


Miss Grace King, head of 
the 


home economics department of Han- 
over College, spoke on "Work of 
County Supervisors of Home Eco- 
nomics work in St. Joseph 
county, 


and in her talk she gave some very 
interesting details of her work in this 
county. Miss Leila K. Gaddis, of 
the home economics department of 
Purdue University, talked on "Home 
Economics Work (11 the Schools of 
Indiana." Miss Gaddis has been do- 
ing work in the schools for the past 
year and has been helping to direct 
the work. Indiana schools have well 
organized home economics work and 
the school girls are receiving great 
benefits from the courses offered. 


"Beautifying the Country Side," 


was the subject presented by C. B. 
Durham, horticultural 
division 
of 


the extension 
department, at the 


evening session. This was an illus- 
truted lecture. Many views showing 
'ood and bad work in country, were 
flashed on the serene. Too many 
attempts at country 
beautiticution 


have proved a failure, and Dr. Dur- 
ham pointed out the remedies.

OWING TO JOHN BULL POLICY 


Document Declares Citizens 
Here 


Can Not Complain of Treatment 


of Their Cargoes. 


Washington, June 25—Great Brit- 


ain, in a memorandum transmitted to 
the United States and made public 
here and in London, recites at length 
its efforts to minimize inconvenience 
to neutral commerce resulting from 
the order in council against trade 
with Germany, Austria and Turkey, 
and aserts that American 
citizens 


ave no just grounds for complaint 


on account of the treatment accord- 
d their cargoes. 


Xo attempt is made to answer the 


principles asserted in the American 
note of March 1 protesting against 
(lie orders in council and insisting 
upon the right of neutrals to carry 
on legitimate commerce with 
each 


other and to trade in noncontraband 
with civilians in belligerent coun- 
tries. In transmitting the memoran- 
dum, Ambassador Page said it was 
"merely an explanation of concrete 
cases and the regulations under 
which they are dealt with." 


Another note to Great Britain is 


now in course of preparation at the 
Slate-Department and is expected to 
be dispatched as soon as the negoti- 
ations willi Germany over submarine 
warfare have been cleared up. While 
this communication probably will 
make reference to the latest memo- 
randum, it is understood that 
the 


manner of enforcing the orders in 
council will not be treated as relev- 
ant to the question at issue—wheth- 
er there is any warrant in interna- 
tional law for the powers that Great 
Britain and its allies have assumed 
to exercise over the commerce of the 
world. 


In its memorandum the Foreign 


Office emphasizes the "various spec- 
ial concessions made in favor of Un- 
ited States citizens," in setting forth 
that all British officials have acted 
n every case "with the utmost dis- 
)atch consistent with the object in 
view, and of showing in every ease 
such consideration for neutrals as> 
night be compatible with the object, 
lamely, to prevent 
vessels 
from 


•arrying goods, for or coming from 
he enemy's territory.
